On Feb. 7, 2017 the George MOVIES) 
Eastman Museum (GEM) = 
screened at the Dryden 
Theater “The March of 
the Movies’, a 1927 Silent 
Film about the 30-Year 
History of the Motion 
Picture starting with 1895. 
It was a rare opportunity 
to watch this latest GEM 
restoration, and I did not 
wish to miss it. 


Two questions particularly 

were on my mind. For one, would there be anything 
about what we nowadays call Pre-Cinema? And 
secondly, since the introductory note to this screening 
mentioned that “Illustrated Songs” were included, I 
was curious to find out how Illustrated Songs would be 
presented 1n a Silent Film. 


The film was introduced by Philip C. Carli, who 

also was accompanying it live on the piano, a main 
attraction by the way for some of the audience. 

Among the things he mentioned was the fact that this 
film existed during the late 1920’s in several versions of 
which we were to see a later, and longer one. 


The film begins with Javanese Shadow Theater, and 
quickly moving along to the Zoetrope, Muybridge, 
and the Mutoscope, arrives in a very short time at 
Edison and the Kinetoscope, and on from there. So 
much for Pre-Cinema. 

As the film continues, the history of the Motion 
Picture is depicted more or less chronologically 
along theme-based lines. Advances in story and plot 
design, the first emergence of genres, early forms 
of color film, a change from Censure to Selection,

and other important 
developments in the early 
history of film in the 
United States are shown, 
with some wonderful 
and often rare examples. 
This does include a brief 
look at machines used 
for projection; a Magic 
Lantern however, is not 
mentioned. 


“The March of the 
Movies” is a film about 
the history of the Motion 
Picture Industry from 1895 
to the 1920’s. It shows many aspects of the business, 
including its more important movies and stars. Not 
only 1s it a very interesting film, it is also a joy to 
watch, even if you are not all that enamored with 
Early Film and the Silent Era. Among the various 
fascinating topics presented, my personal favorite 
was “Kaleidoscopic Film’’, apparently developed 
by Kodak researchers. I’ve never heard of, or seen it 
before, and no, it is not a kind of Chromatrope, even 
though the effect sometimes does look very much 
like one.

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Japanese Magic Lantern Slides © 


From David Evans 
Hello Bill 


The earliest Japanese lantern slides were 
those used in the Utsushi-e shows (you can 
find some on YouTube). Several images 

were hand-painted on irregular pieces of thin 
(and fragile) glass and inserted into slots 

on long (up to 16” or so) wooden frames. 
One frame would accommodate two to four 
glass images, which sounds similar to yours. 
Animated effects such as slipping slides and 
even complex string-operated mechanisms 
were fairly common. Subjects such as flowers 
coming in to bloom or bonsai trees changing 
colour were the highlights of such shows. 
Because Utsushi-e was always performed by 
professional lanternists, (often several of them 
at the same time) all slides were intended for 
public entertainment. 


Your dating 1s quite probably somewhere near. 
The Japanese started making Western format 
slides from the late 19th Century.
